       Federal Food Stamp Program by Federal law.
z In September 1998, CFAP regulations were changed to expand the categories of legal immigrants who could participate in CFAP.
z   In November 1998, Federal regulations were changed to restore Federal food stamp eligibility to some categories of legal non-citizens.
z Effective April 2003, eligibility rule changes allowed certain CFAP recipients to convert to the federal food stamp program.
